Their example is bound to be a pre- 
cedent for future disputes and that's 
wh> Mr Harding has labored to make 
the solution come through the labor 
board instead of through national or 
regional agreements between roads 
and their men The transprtation act 
prov ides for the creation of regional 
adjustment boards over whose decis- 
ions the United States Labor board 
has the right of revision 
But ihe 


main points that are to be solved in 
the windup of the present strike will 
come under the labor board itself and 
while neither the railroads nor the em 
ployees representatives have been in- 
clined to place much reliance on the 
efficacy of the labor board heretofore 
they will from now on have a differ-

Mich, and Waukegan, 111. 
Several 


trips have been made to those places 
by taxi. 
One driver lately 
had a 


merry chase when he was ^called to a 
resort near here quite late one night 
to find a young couple who had decid- 
ed that they wanted to get married at 
once. 
He drove'them all over town 


for the necessary dispensations, pap- 
ers and Jewelry. 


Occasionally a driver runs across a 


woman traveling with all her posses- 
sions and pets in bags, bundles and 
cages. 
These are really few and far 


between, however, for most people 
travel with only one small bag or suit- 
case. 
There are plenty of people who 


spurn the chance to have a ride and 
their baggage transported and trudge 
wearily from the railroad 
stations, 


burdened with baggage. 
Once in a 


while, a tired looking mother with elx 
or seven children will descend from 
the train and marshal them to the 
driver who piles them three, deep Into 
his car. If the woman has her hands 
full, the drivers try \o be helpful and 
they usually figure that a mother with 
so many children needs her money 
pretty badly and make the fare con- 
siderably less, they say.

kauna or Neenah. O,nly yesterday I 
got a call to maka that 4:04 train just 
as it was whistling Into the station. 
We made it, but at the Junction." 


Since Appleton has increased its

The Journal is one of the old 


newspapers of Detroit. 
For 
decades 


it has been the organ of the Republican 
party in Michigan, dividing the afternoon 
fiejd in Detroit with the News. The News 
is an independent newspaper and princi- 
pally because of this fact it grew much 
more rapidly than the Journal and finally 
dominated the field. It is today one of the 
great newspapers of the country and its 
absorption of the Journal shows that in 
even large cities duplication of newspaper 
service is unwarranted and insufficiently 
profitable. It is also one further etample 
of the decline and disappearance of the 
party organ. 


The Journal, in making announcement 


of the merged, says that only the "pres- 
ent overcrowded condition of the Detroit 
evening newspaper field and the necessity 
for some merger in the interest of decent 
American journalism, could have persuad- 
ed the Journal to sell or the News to 
buy." The "overcrowded" condition of 
the evening field referred to consists of 
one other newspaper, a Hearst publication 
of small circulation and influence. 


Perhaps the better statement of the 


reason for the consolidation is made by 
the Detroit News, which says: 


Fewer and better newspapers' is the order 


Of the day in American joumalipm. The trr-men- 
dous- and constantly increasing cost of gath- 
ering all the sane and nc-re??ary news of 'he 
world on the day of its occurrr-nce, to keep the 
people abreast of the best thought of the times. 
as well as the great facilities rorjuired for print- 
ing and distribution, offer the fundamental rr-as- 
cni for the development of this ronrentratjon. 


That Detroit will have a better news- 


paper, that independent journalism will 
l>e still further promoted, that the mer- 
chants, advertisers and public at large 
will all profit by this consolidation goes 
without saying. 
No city need question 


the value of a newspaper consolidation 
where the absorption is made by a tnily 
independent publication, committed to 


the welfare of the 
community and the 


people without regard to politics, and 
having no attachments to special interests, 
classes, or special purposes. 


Only a few years ago the Detroit 


Morning News was forced to sell to the 
Free Press for the reason tbat the field 
could not support both, so that today in 
this city of more than a million popula- 
tion 
we 
have 
but one morning news- 


paper and one real evening newspaper. 
It is a conspicuous example of what high- 
class journalism combined with good busi- 
ness judgment has done for one of our 
foremost cities. 


USING THE ARMY 


Citizens who hate war. 
citizens who 


like it. citizens who are for an adequate 
army and citizens who believe in an army 
of 1 15,000 will unite in approval of Gen- 
eral Pershing's plan to make the force 
we have cover the greatest possible field 
of use in case of hostilities. 
The greater 


the science and foresight applied in their 
handling, the fewer soldiers we shall re- 
quire for the same defense undertaking. 


Pershing has recognized that in our 


federal scheme, particularly as regards 
National Guard detachments, a degree of 
district training and regional direction is 
essential. ""His system for dividing up 
the defense of the nation would assign 
each National Guard division to a definite 
defense position on "the coasts and bor- 
ders." to which it would make post haste 
upon mobilization.

HOW TO HEAR 


Whenever a child has any ear trouble or dull- 


ness of hearing, the parents should see to it that 
a physician carefully examines the child's nose 
and throat, for in the great majority of cases of 
mpaired hearing in childhood the cause is found 
n the nose or throat, something in the nature of 
adenoid thickening or enlarged tonsils or chronic 
nflammation of the lining' of the nose chambers 
or an unsuspected foreign body lodged in the nose 
chambers. 
The child with a running ear almost 


nvariably has some such trouble in the nose or 
hroat and successful treatment of the ear trouble 
depends upon correction of the underlying nose 
a- throat condition. For instance, the now popu- 
arized notion that a child who has adenoids nec- 
ssarily has a stupid expression and 
is "back- 


ward" in school scarcely holds true for the ma- 
o*ity of cases of adenoid enlargement for as a 
ul« adenoid enlargement does not produce such 
characteristic effects. 
Perhaps slight deafness or 


requent earaches or a running ear is more fre- 
quently significant of adenoid enlargement. 
The 


«ir must be considered a mere branch or part 
if the breathing tract. 


The ear cavity (the middle ear. the space inside 


he ear drum where the famous little hammer, 
anvil and stirrup are housed) is kept supplied with 
air from the nose and throat cavity by way of the 
ustachian tube. For perfect hearing it is essen- 
ial that the air pressure outside and inside of the 
ar drum be the same. It the eustachian tube 
becomes partly or totally obstructed, temporarily 
r permanently, then the vibration of the drum 
membrane and the little hammer, anvil and stir- 
up is interfered with, since the air in the ear 
Avity is being constantly absorbed by the lining 
f the cavity and the supply of fresh air is cut off 
y obstruction of the tube. The lowered pressure 
vithin the ear favors congestion of the lining of 
he ear and drawing inward 
of 
the 
eardrum. 


These effects of obstruction of the air supply of 
he ear account for the deafness ivhicll so com- 
monly accompanies a severe coryza. some cases 


f enlarged tonsils, and most cases of adenoid en- 
argement. If the obstruction is not relieved, the 
ondition may go on to a chronic low grade in- 
lammation of the middle ear, which the old time 
doctors termed "catarrh," and this is a common 
xplanation of so called "catarrhal deafness" in 
adults—neglect of proper treatment of the under- 
ying nose or throat trouble in childhood. 


Almost all acute earaches In children are in- 


lamrnation of the lining of the eustachian tube 
and the middle ear. 
This inflammation is al- 


most invariably secondary to inflammation in the 
nasal lining of the throat. 
If the inflammation is 


of moderate severity the earache generally sub- 
sides in a few hours and no verv serious after- 
effects are noticed. If the inflammation is severe 
t goes on to suppuration (a "gathering") and then 
he ear drum breaks and the ear runs for several 
days.

Graves !s said to have known General 
Feng for a number of years. 


"Feng has been elevated to the gov- 


ernorship of Hcnan province", writes 
Bishop Graves, "and it is characteris- 
tic of Honan that when he attended a • 
big reoeption recently in his honor he 
rode to,the Y. M. C. A. hall on a bi- 
cycle with a few unarmed attendants, 
instead of being surrounded by the 
customary mounted cavalcade. 
His 


first Sunday as governor found Gen- 
eral Feng attending a joint service 6f 
all the Christian denominations in 
Kaiffeng at the Shend Kung Hui. or 
Episcopal church. Here the Christian 
general preached a sermon from the 
text: 
To him that knoweth to do 


good and doeth it not, to him is it 
sin'. 


"He appropriated out of his private * 


funds a sum sufficient to care for the 
beggars who infested the city Until 
employment 
could be obtained for 


them, at the same tinw announcing 
that those who wouldn't work for a 
living muet leave Honan." 


Feng, according to Episcopal mis- 


sionaries, became a convert to Chris- 
tianity 11 years ago when attacked by 
a disease which native physicians de- 
clared incurabVs, he was restored to 
health 
by the 
ministrations of a 


Christian medical missionary. Thous- 
ands of his soldiers have embraced the 
religious faith of their leader and vic- 
tory on the field is frequently followed 
with a service of thanksgi%-ing of a 
Christian character which Is led by 
General Feng himself, it is reported. 


"General Feng is somewhat of a 


Cromwell in his religious ideas." Bish- 
op Grax'es said, "but there is no ques- 
tion at all of his sincerity. He shares 
hard conditions with his men."
